A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-2, 9, 1 1 and 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kasamatsu et al (US. 6,903,901 B2). 

Kasamatsu discloses a recording medium drive having a recording medium; a 
head slider 18 opposed to the recording medium (figures 5 and 6) at a front end of the 
head suspension; a load bar and a ramp member (Official Notice has been taken that 
the typical disk drive has a load bar and a loading ramp for the actuator); a slider body 
defining a medium-opposed surface hemisected into first and second areas by a 
centeriine extending in a longitudinal direction of the slider body (inherently, centeriine 
of the slider). 

Kasamatsu, figure 2, discloses that the first rear air bearing surface 33a on the 
right hand sided of the center line is smaller than the second air bearing surface 33b on 
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the left hand sided of the center line; therefore, it inherently discloses that the right hand 
sided (first area) is designed to generated a positive pressure larger than a positive 
pressure generated at the left hand sided (second area), when a load acting on the 
slider body in a direction toward the recording medium decreases (see also column 7, 
lines 28-47), all as set forth in claims 1-2, 15 and 17. Therefore, it inherently discloses 
that wherein said second area is designed to generate a positive pressure larger than a 
positive pressure generated at the first area so as to increase a roll angle of the head 
slider when a load acting on the slider body from a head suspension in a direction 
toward a recording medium decreases. It also inherently discloses that the read/write 
head is embedded in the second area as recited in claim 16. 

Regarding claims 9 and 1 1 , Kasamatsu also inherently discloses that the center 
of a distribution of the positive pressure moves on the slider body along an "imaginary 
diagonal line" from a center of a rectangular surface of the slider body according to a 
decrease of the load (the reason is same as set forth in claims 1 and 2). 

Regarding claims 13 and 14, Kasamatsu inherently discloses that the head 
suspension has an elastic bend section so as to established the load acting on the load 
slider body (claim 13) and wherein the load acting on the slider body decreases when 
the ramp member receives the load bar on the slope (claim 14). 
3. Claims 10 and 12 are allowed.
